He said he was sent to 
the Philippines with Company K. Four- 
teenth Infantry, where he served © six 
months, taking part in three l'vely eneage- 
ments and several long marches which, he ! 
declared, were frightful. 

He sald that the exposure 
set him insane, and that he was sent to 
hospital last September. After two months 
there, he deserted while still under the tn- 
fiVence of his disease, and when he turned 
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up sane, he was in Hone Kong. 

There he recovered and was | 
astonished to find himself away from the 
army. He talked about going back to the 
service, but some friends that he made told 
him that he would be severely punished, 
even for unconscious desertion, and advised | 
him to get home to the United States, wnere | 
he would not be molested.

10,000 NEAR ENGLISH FRONT. 


DISASTER ALMOST AS GREAT AS 
THAT WHICH OVERTOOK 
BULLER AT COLENSO. 


BOERS ARE BOLD AND ALERT. 


Lord Roberts Cables the Details of the 
Blunder Made by Col. Broadwood, 
Who Was Forced to Retreat 
and Then Caught in a 
Well-Laid Trap. 


LONDON, April 2, 12:50 p. m.—The 
war office reports that Col. Broadwood 
lost seven guns and ail his baggage in 
the ambush laid for him by the Boers 
on Saturday. The casualties numbered 
300, 

The war office has received the fol- 
lowing dispatch from Lord Roberts, 
dated Bloemfontein, April 1: 

I received news late yesterday evening 
trom Col. Broadwood, who was at Thaba 
N’Chu, 38 miles east of here, that in- 
formation had reached him that the 
enemy was approaching in two forces, 
from the north and the east. He stated 
that if the report proved true he would 
retire towards the waterworks, 17 mults 
nearer Bloemfontein, where we have had 


protection of the works. 

Broadwood was told in reply that the | 
Ninth Division, with Martyrs Mounted 
Infantry will march at daylight to-day to 
support him, and that if he considers it 
necessary he should retire from the water- 
works. Ee moved there during the night 
and bivouaced. At dawn to-day, he was 
shelled by the enemy, ewho attacked on 
three sides. He immediately dispatched 
two horse artillery batteries and his bag» 
gage toward Bloemfontein, covering 
some of them with his cavalry. 

Some two miles from the waterwork 
the road crosses a deep ravine, through 
which flows a stream, in which during 
the night a force of Boers had concealed 
themselves. So well were they hidden 
that our leading scouts passed over the 
drift without discovering them, and it 
was not until the wagons and guns were 
entering the dnift, that the Boers showec 
themselves and opened fire. 

Many of the drivers of the artillery 
horses were immediately shot down at 
short range and several of the guns were 


captured. The remainder galloped away, 
covered by Robert's Horse, which suf! 
fered heavily. 

Meanwhile, Lieutenant Chestermasters 
of Remington’s Scouts, found a passage 
across. the stream unoccupied by the ene 
my, by which the remainder of Broad- 
wood’s force crossed. They reformed 
with great steadiness, notwithstanding al’ 
that had previously occurred. 

Broadwood’s report, which has just 
reached me, and which contains no de 
tails, stated that he had lost seven guns 
and all his baggage. He estimates a! 
his casualties at about 350, including 200 
missing. 

On hearing this morning that Broad 
wood was hard pressed, I inimediatel 
ordered Gen. French with two remaininys 
cavalry brigades to follow in support of 
the Ninth Division. The latter, -after ; 
magnificent march, arrived on the scene 
of action shortly after 2 p. m 

Broadwood’s force consisted of the 
Royal Household Cavalry, the Tenth 
Hussars, G and U, batteries of the Roya 
Horse Artillery and Pilcher’s battalion 
of mounted infantry. 

The strength of the enemy is esti 
mated at from 8000 to 10,000, with guns. 
the number of which is-not vet reported

Announces His 
Resignation. 


FRICTION WITH

THE MISSOURIAN WILL GO UPON 
. THE LECTURE PLATFORM TO 
TALK OF THE REPUBLIGS. 


He Is an Ardent Friend of the Strug- 
gling Burghers, and Could Not 
Hold His Office and Give 
Them Aid.

WASHINGTON, April 2—Webster Davis 
announced his resignation to-day as As- 
sistant Secretary of the Interior. He said 
that he was impelled to take this step as 
the result of his recent visit to Sout! 
Africa. It is true, however, that friction 
between Mr. Davis and his superior, Secre- 
tary Hitchcock, over the conduct of his 
office, had something to do with the step. 

Mr. Davis has made arrangements with 
lecture bureaus and very soon he will begin 
m tour of the country delivering a series of 
lectures in which he will excoriate Great 
Britain and take the side of the Boers 
The trouble between Secretary and Commis- 
eioner of Pensions Evans, which began 
nearly a year ago, and in which Secretary 
Hitcheock and the President took — side 
with the Commissioner, v.as the beginning 
of Mr. Davis’ trovbles. The Kansas Citian 
entered the Interior Department sieortly 
after Cornelius N. Bilss was given his 
portfollo in the Cabinet. He was appointed 
on the recommendation of Col. R. C. Ker- 
ens, Republican National Committeeman, 
ever the protests of Maj. Wiliam Warner 
and his faction. : 

In an authorized statement given out to- 
day, Mr. Davis says that as a reswit cf his 
visit to the Transvaal he feels impelled to 
tender his resignation as Assistant Secretary 
of the Interior. He wil-at an early date 
deliver a lecture in this city in the interests 
of the Gouth African republics. 

Mr. Davis feels that this is the best way 
to arouse the enthusiasm of the Amertfean 
ple in behalf of those republics. ; 
When taking his departure for home from 
Pretoria, 2000 people gathered to take leave 
of him at the station. They appealed to him 
in tears to state their cause to the American 
people, and Mr. Davis says hfs conscience 
would haunt him if he proved recreant to

He believes the American people are not 
truly informed on the s.tuation.

Refrigerator Car Three Hours While 
the Robbers Leisurely Finished 
Their Work. 


Three men cracked the safe in the office 
of the Star Brewery at Belleville Sunday 
morning and secured $7% and _  ~»property 
worth $200. 

There is no clew of value to the identily 
or present whereabouts of the robbers. 
The robbery was the boldest ever com- 
mitted in Belleville. 

The robbers made prisoners of two em- 
ployes of the company and two sons of the 
proprietor and kept them in a refrigerator 
car while they opened the safe at their 
leisure. 

The four men in the car almost suffo- 
cated and were there four hours before 
they were rescued. 

The brewery, which is owned principally 
by the family of Bernhard Hartmann, fs 
situated In the midst of a grove between 
the Lebanon turnpike and the <Air Line 
Railroad a mile north of the town. Hu- 
bert and Hans Hartmann, two of the sons 
of Bernard Hartmann, always sleep in a 
cottage on the grounds a short distance 
from the brewery buildings. At night the 
only men at work about the place are Wm. 
Enders, the night watchman, and Con- 
rad Fritz, the night fireman. 

About midnight Saturday Endres was 
coming out of the wash-house when he 
was confronted by three masked men, 
each of whom held a revolver at his head, 
and told to throw up his hands. He did 
so, and while two kept their weapons 
pointed at him the third took his revolver 
and his week’s wages from his pockets. 

He was then told to march, and they 
escorted him to a refrigerator car which 
was standing on a sidetrack near the 
brewery buildings. The door of the car 
was opened and he was compelled to climb 
in.

nands. 

Hiubert d'd not throw up his hands. A 
second command was directed to him. It 
was omphasized ty a bullet, which whizzed 
past his nose. He threw up his hands. 

One of the robbers, apparently the leader, 
theri seized him and turned him around, 
and, pressing his revolver against Hubert’s 
back. told him to move on. The other rob- 
ber did. The same with Hans. Reaching the 
car, the leader told one of the others to 
search Hubert. The fellow who did it held 
his revolver pointed at the face of Hubert. 
In his nervousness he pulled the trigger and 
a bullet grazed Hubert’s ear. 

The leader swore at this robber and took 
the revolver away from him. 

Hans said he could not climb into the car 
with his hands raised. One of the robbers

The American Line and its protector, the 
Standard Oil Trust, will profit millions an- 
nually by the passage of this bill. A ves- 
sel of 10,000 tons would receive in bounties 
for a round trip from New York to South- 
ampton $19,920. On this basis the American 
IAne vessels would each receive annually 
a subsidy of $318,720. The vessels of the 
American Line will average about 11,000 
gross tonnage. 

So careful have the farmers of this meas- 
ure been to protect the interests of the 
American Line that a provision was in- 
serted in the bill, fixing 1600 miles as the 
maximum distance for which the coun 
of one ceat and a half per ton should prevail, 
This is just one-half of the distance of the 
trans-atlantic route. 

The vessels of the American ‘Line, the St. 
Paul, St. Louis, New York and others, 
under the ss of the bill for speed 
bounty and mileage would be entitled to 
4.8 cents per ton per mile for each trip. 

Another provision was inserted for the 
benefit of the American Line that forty cu- 
bic feet of space shall be regarded as a 
gross ton of cargo, and if this. be sold b 
contract by the year bounty shall be paid. 

Provisions have also been inserted in the 
bill at.the instigation of C. P. Huntington 
to prevent the cheapening of trans~<onti- 
nental freight rates by making it advanta- 
geous for steampships to carry cargoes to 
the Isthmus of Darien, which otherwise 
would be sent overland.

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FRICTION REGARDING TRANSFERS. 


Commenting on the numerous complaints of seeming in- 
justice in the transfer system on street cars, a correspondent 
gays that there is no “red tape’ about the system, but that 
the only object of the acts complained of is to prevent pas- 
sengers obtaining two or more transfers. 

The friction in this, as in other fields of human action, is 
caused by an absence of the puliteness which costs nothing, 
but which acts as a lubricant in the public organism. 

The small printed notices as fo transfers are either over- 
looked or hidden by the crowd of passengers. It would be 
a@n easy matter for conductors.to give frequent reminders 
in regard to transfers when collecting fares. This would pre- 
vent the forgetful and unwary from missing their opportunity 
to obtain such transfers. it would also relieve the Transit 
Company and the conductors from all suspicion of ‘red tape” 
and unwillingness to oblige. 

Conductors should be instructed to do all such acts of po- 
liteness as will make traveling on the street cars as nearly 
perfect as human nature and mechanical conditions will per- 
mit.
